Denial of Webb's Story.

a United Press reporter.

it has been said. The meeting has re- 
sulted in a complete denial of Mr. Webb's 
story that men were discharged for dis- 
orderdly conduct and drunkenness. The 
discharged* men were brought into the 
meeting and personally examined by the 
board. All of them are respectable appear- 
ing men, and all of them testified to being 
sober anil vigilnut, in the road's interest. 
They have worked up tbe road from three 
to twenty-five years and some of them 
hove never been reprimanded.

THE CHICAGO STRIKE ENDED. 


Both Si<le> Make Concessions and Settle 


the Trouble. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 25.—There is no change 


in the situation of the strike of the en- 
gineers and firemen at the stock yards. 
The strikers are still awaiting a final de- 
cision by the superintendents. The latest 
announcement is that if the men do not 
return to work at once, the railroads will 
declare the Switching association dis- 
solved, and the railroads will do the work 
themselves. Tbis declaration is said by 
the strikers to have no terrors for them as 
to do the work individually will cost the 
roads more than they are paying the 
Switching association. 


Protection Asked Fur. 


A delegation representing several of the 


largest packing houses at the yards called 
on Acting Mayor Unahau Monday morn- 
ing and asked for police protection at 
their respective places. 
They were re- 


ferred to CMef Marsh. To him they said 
tbe situation was becoming criiicul and 
aerious trouble might break out at, any 
moment. The stoppage of transportation 
facilities Imd compelled the packers to lay 
off from work several thousand men. 
These naturally sided with the strikers 
and would probably make common cause 
with them in resisting 
resumption of 


business unless the strikers' demands 
were granted.

The Strike Settled. 


LATER.—The strike of the engineers and 


firemen at tbe stock yarrls was settled 
Monday afternoon. Both aides made con- 
cessions, the company granting an ad- 
vance of H cents on hour to the engineers 
and \}4 cents an hour to the firemen. The 
original demand waa for an advance of 
from 26 to 80 cents an hour for the en- 
gineers and from 16}£ to 20 cents for the 
Bremen.

A SERIOUS SITUATION. 


A Brick Famine In New York City— 


Builders In a Box. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—The condition of 


tbe wholesale brick market has now be- 
come serious. The demand at this season 
of the year is 6,000,000 a day, and it is cus- 
tomary to make a delivery Saturdays ol 
from 7,000,000 to 9,000,000, as Monday's or- 
ders are always heavier than on any other 
day in the week. The supply Friday fell 
to less than 4,000,000, and Saturday it 
dropped to 8,000,000 so that duringthe two 
closing days of last week there occurred a 
shortage of over 0,000,000, with every indi- 
cation that Monday's deliveries would not 
overcome it. The brick famine has there- 
fore actually begun. Though there was 
no business transacted Saturday, owing to 
the usual half holiday, the members of 
the buililing materials exchange were 
quite active at the telephone trying to se 
cure bricks, but nobody had any to sell, 
because whatever quantities they could 
control must be held for customers. 


What a Manufacture! Says. 


Builders and contractors sc<aured the 


city for brick, and the smaller dealers and 
the builders began to see that the raanu 
facturers' tie-up was no empty threat. 
"We decided to stop sh^ .nent*," said a 
Haveistraw manufacturer, "because there 
was no other way to make the issue. By 
tying up our brick we shall prevent buil- 
ders using 60,000,000 during the next ten 
days. These tea days of idleness will cost 
the men represented by the walking dele- 
gates, $fiO>),000, while we lose compara- 
tively little. The wholesale dealers will, 
of course, lose something and so will the 
builders, but the heaviest loss will fall on 
the men. We claim that the Verplank 
boycott was an unjustified measure and 
only the beginning of trouble for all the 
yards. Had we not supported the boy- 
cotted firms we should all be in the same 
box."

Twisting and 
swirling downward therefrom were two 
long funnel-shaped clouds, the larger of 
which tapered to a sort of tail that 
whipped the surface of the water into a 
semi-transparent cylinder of spray that it 
appeared to penetrate.

A Satisfactory T<-8t Maile by Birds at 


Uttaua, Ont. 


OTTAWA, Ont., Aug. 
25.—Maj. Gen. 


Cameron, of the Koyal Military college, 
of Kingston, was recently instrumental 
in organizing a homing pigeon club in 
connection with the Cauadian militia. 
The first piacticul test was made Sunday, 
and illustrated the uses to which the 
birds could be put in the event of war. 
Ten pigeons were sent here Saturday 
from Kingston. Sunday morning in the 
presence of the military officials and Sir 
Hector Langevine, the birds were given 
their liberty. A dispatch from Gen. Cam- 
eron at Kingston says that six pigeons ar- 
rived there at 1 o'clock, covering the dis- 
tance from Ottawa, 120 miles, in two 
hours and fifteen minutes. Two arrived 
fifteen minutes later, and two had not at 
last accounts put in an appearance.

tine marriage of two attractive young 
girls of Ithaca to Cornell students is an- 
nounced. One of the brides wa-t Miss 
Mary Yankirk, and the other Mias Mamie 
Lindsay, niece of a well known lawyer.

The grooms are Mur- 
ray Smith, son of a wealthy New York 
produce merchant, and H. C. Carpenter, 
a young civil engineer of Erie county. The 
young people went to Varna on the even- 
ing of the Cornell-llowdoia race, and were 
married by a Methodist clergyman. The 
brides and their husbands are living apart 
as yet.

The Body Cut Into Pieces, Part of It

NEOSHO, 
Mo., 
Aug. 25.—As Henry 


Webb, a farmer boy, was passing the 
farm of Charles Thomas, colored, living 
ten miles north, a dog ran out of a field 
carrying a human leg in his mouth. The 
alarm was given and neighbors gathered. 
Mrs. Thomas declared that her husband 
had left home Monday night after a quar- 
rel and hod not been seen since. She de- 
nied all knowledge of his whereabouts. 
The neighbors instituted a search and 
soon found the head of Thomas buried in 
the field in a. sack. Hia arms and legs 
were found in a thick brush patch near 
the house and the body in a field, where 
a fire had been built. The murderer or 
murderers had tried to burn the corpse, 
as all the parts were literally roasted. In 
the ashes were found two nickels and 
Thomas' knife. Thomas had two sons 
and two daughters nearly grown, and 
these and the wife are suspected and have 
been arrested. He was well-to-do. 


CATTLEMEN IN IRONS. 


Accused of " Branching " the Cargo ol an 


Ocean Vessel. 


NEW 
YORK, Aug. 25.—The English 


steamship Richmond Hill, which arrived 
Sunday from Havre with a consignment 
of 140 thoroughbred horses, brought in 
two cattlemen in irons. They are Frank 
Coyle and Thomas Lockwood, who are ac- 
cused of "broaching" the vessel's cargo 
and getting intoxicated on beer, which 
they stole from a cask in the vessel's hold. 
The alleged theft took place Friday last. 
Since then the two men have been con- 
fined in the store room of the vessel with 
handcuffs on their wrists. The cattlemen, 
in giving their side of the story, accuse 
Cauf. Perry and the other officers of the 
vessel of brutal treatment. There was 
not one among the meu aboard the vessel 
but that had some grievance. All were 
unanimous in condemning the officers and 
agents. 


Threatened the Captain and Mate. 


BOSTON, Aug. 25.—Brig Hattie M. Bain, 


of Portland, Me., which arrived here on 
Sunday, reports that the steward, Charles 
Williams, was brought home in irons by 
order of the American consul at Turks 
Island, and was given into custody here. 
It is alleged that he threatened the lives 
of Capt. Stowers and Mate Langdon with 
a knife while the vessel was lying in port 
at Turks Island. 


AFRAID TO GO OUT AT NIGHT. 


Highwaymen Cuuite H Reign of Terror at 


Bucyrus. Ohio. 


Bucvnus, Ohio, Aug. 25—A reign of ter- 


ror exists here. Citizens are boldly as- 
saulted on the streets at night, others are 
made to give up their money at the muz- 
zle of a revolver, while during burglaries 
are committed nigthly. Last Tuesday a 
circus gave an exhibition here, the usual 
crowd of toughs and hangers-on of the 
show coming with it, and that night a 
number of daring thefts were committed. 
The burglars evidently thought they had 
struck a rich field, for after the circus left 
the midnight depredators grew bolder. 
Prominent citizens were sandbagged at 
night and relieved of their cash and valu- 
ables, and six persons are now confined to 
their beds from the injuries they received. 
Several parties going home late at night 
and feeling secure in 
numbers 
were 


stopped by highwaymen and mode to 
laud over their valuables. The police ore 
powerless to cope with the toughs and at 
light they do as they please. The citizens 
are so terrified that few venture now to 
appear on the streets after night.

At ten o'clock the kaiser took his 
departure. He was accompanied to the 
quay by the czar and the officers of the 
Viborg regiment, of which the kaiser Is 
honorary commander. The kaiser shook 
bauds with earh of the officers and bade a 
cordial farewell to the czar. 
As the 


steamer left the quay the czar shouted to 
the emperor "Au revoir." 
The emperor 


at once boarded the Hohenzollern, which 
departed at dawn Saturday morning. 


Lincoln Will Nut Resign. 


CHICAGO, Aug.—EJwaid S. Isham, one 


of Robert Lincoln's law partners,was seen 
Sunday in reference to the report that 
upon Secretary of Legation White's re- 
turn to England, six or eight weeks hence, 
ftobert T. Lincoln, United States minister 
to the court of St. James, would resign 
his position. Mr. Isham declined to either 
confirm or deny the report. It la tbe gen- 
eral opinion of a number of Mr. Lincoln's 
friends, however, that he will resign his 
exalted position before the new year and 
return to the practice of his profession In 
Chicago.

the Capitol Building. 
WASHINGTON Car, 
AUR. 25.—The sen- 


ate met at 10 o'clock Monday morning, 
and after n (aw moments spent in con- 
sidering routine matters, renamed consid- 
eration of the tariff bill. Aldrich, refer- 
ring to the unusunl length of the tarifl 
bill, mild that the fact that the business 
of the country was in a state of anxious 
suspense awaiting the result of the sen 
ate deliberation, led him to ask senators 
on the other side to consider the question 
of fixing a date for closing debate and 
having a final vote on the passage of the 
bill. He hud no desire to prevent ample 
discussion of the remaining paragraphs 
of the bill. 
Gorman, speaking for his 


Democratic colleagues, said he would be 
very glad to hear any suggestions Aldrich 
might have to make. 


Aldrlcb's Proposition. 


Aldrich then submitted a proposition 


which he asked unanimous consent to 
have adopted. 
The paper was read. It 


proposed that the consideration of the bill 
shall be continued to (he exclusion of all 
other business except appropriation bills 
and conference reports to and including 
Sept. 1, subject to general debate, and 
during Sept. 2, 3 and 4 subject to the five- 
minute rule in debate; that no senator 
shall speak on any one question more 
than once; and that, on Sept. 5 and there- 
after, the consideration shall be continued 
on bill or amendments without debate, 
to and including the third reading, when 
three hours shall be allowed to each side 
for general debute, and then the final vote 
shall be taken on its passage. 


The Matter GOBI Over. 


Gorman thought it would bo more sat- 


isfactory to the Democrats if the time for 
general debate were extended to Sept. 3 
and then to have three days for the five- 
minute debate, which would bring the 
time for final vote on the passage of the 
bill to Sept. 8. At the request of Plumb 
the matter went over until Tuesday.

Death at Washington of Congressman 


Wai aon of Pennsylvania. 


WASHINGTON City, Aug. 25.—Congress- 


man L. F. Watson of the Twenty-seventh 
congresKiouiil district, Pennsylvania, died 
very suddenly at half-past 11 o'clock 
Monday morning in the Shorebam hotel. 
Mr. Wutsou, accompanied by bis private 
secretary was about to enter a carriage 
to be driven to the capital. On the way 
out of the lobby of the hotel Mr. Watson 
complained of u dizziness in his head and 
sickness of the stomach. He fell uncon- 
scious and was taken to the parlor where 
stimulants were administered and he 
soon revived. A physician was immedi- 
ately sent for, but before his arrival Mr. 
'Watson again became unconscious from 
which he never recovered and died in a 
few moments. The sergcant-at-arma of 
the house was immediately iuformed of 
Mr. Watsou'b death, and now has charge 
of the remains. An undertaker was also 
sent for to prepare the body for the cas- 
ket. The sudden and unexpected death 
caused great excitement in the hotel. 
Mr. Watson was apparently in the best 
health, and the news of his death was a 
great shock to his friends.

No Maa's Land. 


When one speaks of "Xo Man's Land 


»pe generally presume that he refers 
that little neck of land in the India 
territory, lying between Colorado an 
Kansas on the north and Texas on th 
south. But such is not always the case 
The original "No Man's Land" is a littl 
tongue of land extending a few mile 
south of the Mason and Dison line, be 
tween the states of Maryland and Dela- 
ware. Every now and then somebod 
starts the story that this tract ie, prop 
erly speaking, part of no state, literallj 
out of the jurisdiction of the TJnitec 
States; that it is one of the left ove 
pieces of the whole country, wherein nt 
one owns the ground upon which h 
lives. On the maps the ground Is cred 
ited to Pennsylvania, but, according t 
these same authorities, the claim is n 
shadowy one. 


This triangular bit of territory was 


marked off in a curious way. The east 
era boundary of Maryland was early de 
termined, but the southern boundary o 
Pennsylvania was long a matter of dis 
pute. Finally Mason and Dixon began 
their work at the eastern boundary o 
Maryland, and proceeded westward 
while the northern boundary of Delaware 
was declared to be a semi-circle, whose 
center was New Castle. In surveying 
the semi-circle it was found that the cir 
cumference did not touch the boundary 
of Maryland at its junction with thi 
Pennsylvania line, thus giving rise to 
this triangular bit of land, which 5ms 
been discarded by the three states ant 
iraly allowed to attach itself to Permsyl 
vania for judicial purposes.—St. Louis 
Republic.

FolltUm In ft School Board. 


It Is one of the proud boasts of the aver- 


age American citizen that the public school 
system of this country Is free from the ban 
of partisan prejudice and personal spite and 
yet if the story that comes to us from Cerro 
Gordo is the correct version. It would seem 
that this boast is an Idle one. 


The case in question Is one that has been 


agitating that lively village for several 
months and it had its origin just about the 
time of the High school commencement. 
When the final examination papers were 
handed In the principal marked all the can- 
didates for graduation above the SO per cent 
which was necessary—with one exception- 
Miss Lora Gaston. 
When the markings 


were returned the parents protested against 
the marking on question No. 8 in the 
geometry paper, alleging that tile answer 
was correct and that the teacher wat In 
error when he marked It otherwise. The 
change In this marking would have enabled 
her to pass. It would seem to an outsider 
that there wasn't very much room for dis- 
pute over the correctness of a geometrical 
demonstration, but the teacher maintains 
that he was correct, and five of the seven 
members of the board voted to sustain him. 
At last however it was decided to submit 
the question to State Superintendent Ed- 
wards, an agreement being made IB writing 
to abide by his decision. 


Now, for some reason or other, the state 


superintendent didn't want to decide the 
simple question himself, so he submitted 
the entlie paper to eminent mathematical 
authority for marking. By this 
high 


authority the particular question In dispute 
was marked perfect, but the entire paper 
was marked so closely that it failed to 
reach the required per cent. 


Theii this result was sent back, and each 


side claimed a victory. The friends of the 
girl claimed that the only question which 
had been submitted to arbitration had been 
decided in their favor, 
and that the 


eminent 
educator 
had 
a 
much 


stricter 
standard 
than 
is 
usual 


in a country high school, and that if his 
standard was taken, none of the class could 
pass. 
The teacher said that although he. 


was decided to DP in error on one point, 
the marking of tha entire paper by the emi- 
nent educator made it lower than his mark- 
ing, and therefore claimed a vindication. 
The majority of the board backed him up 
and refused to grant Miss Gaston a diploma. 
And over this Cerro Gordo has been very 
much excited ever since. 


Mr. Gaston, the father of the young lady, 


Is determined to have his rights, and it is 
likely that legal proceedings of some kind 
will result He alleges that the whole 
business is a personal one on the part of the 
teacher and the five members of the btard, 
and that they are using their position to 
gratify a petty spita.
